NEWS STORIES AND LEAD EDITORIALS OVER WEEKEND ON JUST-RELEASED 
REPORT OF BRITISH TUC DELEGATION WHICH MADE TWO- WEEK VISIT TO 
SOUTH APRICA IN OCTOBER (REFTEL). NEWS STORIES DREW PARTICULAR 
ATTENTION TO REPORT'S RECOMMENDATIONS THAT: (A) TUC AND ICPTU 
JOIN IN SPONSORING AND FINANCING TO INITIAL TUNE OF R175,000 A 
"FOCAL POINT" (NATURE AND LOCATION UNSPECIFIED) FOR EFFORTS TO 
ORGANIZE SOUTH AFRICA'S BLACK WORKERS ON "MASSIVE SCALE"; (B)

IRONY OF DELEGATION ISSUING REPORT CALLING ON TUC AND OTHERS TO 
INTERFERE IN SOUTH AFRICA'S INTERNAL AFFAIRS AT VERY MOMENT 
BRITAIN WAS "BEING BROUGHT TO THE BRINK OF DISASTER BY THE 
UNIONS." EDITORIAL WENT ON TO EXPRESS HOPE NEVERTHELESS THAT SOUTH 
AFRICA WOULD NOT JUMP TO UNWARRANTED CONCLUSIONS ABOUT WHAT TUC
